They hail just completed running a pip* 
up through the roof when the storm 
came and a bolt of lightning struck this 
ami run down to the basement ami a* 
the men were standing within a few 
feet of the pipe all three were knocked 
senseless, but beyond this were not in 
jured. 
The First M. E. church parsonage 
was also struck by lightning. 
Rev. Mr. 
Ferguson was at tim bedside of his wife 
down stairs when the house was struck 
and going upstairs found that the Inilt 
hail entered a bed room anti a large 
area of the plaster on the ceiling w as 
knocked off. No one was injured. 
Other reports from different parts of 
the city would indicate that the electri 
ical feature of the storm was quite 
general. A house near the mill was 
also struck, but wa* not damaged to 
any extent. Several transformers in 
the city were burned out and the tole 
phone lines are on the bum today.

and w as sm ashed clean in two. 
H ow 
the occupants escaped death is more 
than they 
them selves can 
explain. 
Stocks, another Englishm an, had his 
car disabled through the sam e cau se, 
but was not hurt. 
Baron de Caters, 
after m aking a splendid race, broke the 
axle of his car, and Foxhall K een e re­ 
tired because of a sim ilar accident. 
Moers and W inton of the A m erican 
team both failed to finfsh, ow in g to de­ 
rangem ent In the m echanism of their 
cars, and Owen, the third m em ber of 
the team, only com pleted five out of 
the seven laps of the race. 
T h us only 
five out of tw elv e starters com pleted 
the course. 
One of these, E dge, the 
holder of the cup. cam e in long after 
the race was officially declared over. 
Americaart Cars Too Light. 
T he poor show ing of the A m erican 
com petitors is generally attributed to 
the e x c essiv e lightness of their cars. 
Owen, who m ade 
the best sh ow ing 
am ong them , when the race W'as over. 
said he could not blam e the roads. “ I 
gu ess the reason I was beaten, is the 
sam e as that of the other fellow's, who 
w ere defeated

K eene admitted that “ It was 
as m uch like sitting on a box of dyne 
m ite as anything I have ever tried, 
but it w as an awful pity I had to w ith ­ 
draw' aa really I had not begun to let 
m yself out." 
K eene's m ishap caused the greatest

next to Jarrott's accident, of 
any Incident of the day.
